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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

For  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1968. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circum- 
stances of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1968. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  district  at  Mid  June,  1968  was 
19,360  which  is  400  more  than  the  previous  year’s  estimate. 

The  number  of  births  assignable  to  the  district  was  295  which  is  14  fewer  than  in  1967.  The 
crude  birth  rate  was  15.2  (adjusted  15.4)  per  1,000  estimated  population.  The  birth  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  and  the  County  of  Lancashire  were  16.9  and  17.32  (adjusted  17.84)  respectively. 
In  my  last  report  I made  reference  to  the  increase  of  illegitimate  live  births,  but  it  is  pleasing  to 
be  able  to  note  this  time  a decrease  from  20  to  10. 

The  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year  1968  was  296  which  is  14  fewer 
than  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  a curious  coincidence  to  find  that  both  the  live  births  and  the  deaths 
are  14  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year,  also  that  in  the  last  two  consecutive  years  the  deaths  have 
exceeded  the  live  births  by  the  same  figure  of  1.  The  crude  death  rate  was  15.3  (adjusted  9.0)  per 
1,000  estimated  population.  The  adjusted  figure  takes  into  account  the  fact  that  the  population  of 
the  district  comprises  a very  high  proportion  of  elderly  persons.  The  death  rates  for  the  country  as 
a whole  and  for  Lancashire  were  11.9  and  12.28  (adjusted  13.26)  respectively. 

The  Registrar  General  provides  a table  giving  the  causes  of  death  in  age  groups  and  this  table 
is  reproduced  in  the  Report.  The  International  Classification  of  Diseases  and  Causes  of  Death  has 
been  revised  and  the  table  uses  the  new  classification  which  makes  accurate  comparison  with  last 
year’s  figures  difficult  in  some  instances.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  however,  that  166  of  the 
296  deaths  occurred  in  persons  75  years  of  age  or  over  (16  of  these  were  over  90  and  1 male 
attained  the  age  of  100  years).  A further  66  were  between  65  and  75  years  of  age  and  these  two 
groups  together  account  for  232  of  the  296  deaths. 

In  regard  to  causes  of  death,  the  number  who  died  from  malignant  disease  was  increased  by 
3,  from  44  to  47  although  cancer  of  the  lung  deaths  fell  by  10  to  4.  Could  it  be  that  the  campaign 
against  cigarette  smoking  is  showing  results?  Deaths  from  heart  diseases  number  127,  exactly  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year,  but  those  from  Ischaemic  heart  disease  (coronary  disease)  fell  from 
83  to  76.  Cerebrovascular  diseases  accounted  for  44  deaths  in  1968  as  compared  with  47  in  1967.  It 
is  a relief  to  note  that  the  number  of  suicides  has  been  reduced  from  7 to  1. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  2 as  compared  with  10  in  1967. 
A very  welcome  return  to  a more  acceptable  figure.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  7.0 
per  1,000  live  births.  The  corresponding  figures  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  County  of  Lanca- 
shire are  18.0  and  19.4  respectively.  Again,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  fifth  successive  year 
there  were  no  deaths  arising  from  childbirth — a high  tribute  to  the  standard  of  medical  and  nursing 
care  provided  for  the  District. 

Turning  now  to  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  it  is  found  that  the  total  number  of 
notifications  was  almost  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  147  as  against  148.  It  must  be  noted, 
however,  that  these  two  figures  are  not  strictly  co  mparable  as  certain  important  changes  were  made 
regarding  notification  procedure,  in  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases  and  in  the  provisions  applicable  to 
each  disease.  These  changes  were  brought  about  by  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Public 
Health  (Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations  1968,  on  1st  June,  1968,  the  Health  Services  and  Public 
Health  Act  1968  (Part  III)  and  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968,  on  1st 
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October,  1968.  Further  reference  to  these  changes  are  made  in  the  Report.  Measles  accounted  fox 
115  of  the  147  notifications  received  during  the  year.  In  this  connection,  attention  must  be  drawn 
to  the  introduction  of  a general  scheme  of  vaccination  against  measles  during  the  year.  Vaccination 
against  Measles  involves  only  one  injection  and  is  available  from  general  medical  practitioners, 
child  welfare  centres  and  school  clinics  for  children  aged  1-15  years.  Parents  are  urged  to  take 
advantage  of  this  protection  for  children  who  have  not  had  measles  but  it  must  be  stressed  that 
vaccination  and  immunisation  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis,  tetanus,  and  whooping 
cough  are  still  as  vitally  important  as  ever. 

On  the  environmental  aspect  it  is  a matter  for  satisfaction  to  report  that  the  Council’s  No.  2 
Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative  on  1st  December,  1968.  Although  the  area  covers  about 
289  acres  it  contains  only  30  dwelling  houses.  The  two  areas  now  in  operation  compose  about  470 
acres  and  including  new  dwellings  about  870  houses,  which  is  only  about  13%  of  the  total  number 
of  existing  houses  in  the  district.  It  is  with  much  regret  that  I have  to  go  on  to  report  that  due  to  the 
present  financial  situation  further  smoke  control  orders  have  been  deferred  by  the  Council.  In  my 
last  report  I stated  that  the  Council’s  programme  for  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  should 
be  vigorously  pursued  so  that  all  the  residents  in  the  district  could  enjoy  the  benefits  of  clean 
air  as  soon  as  possible.  The  question  now  is  how  soon. 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  Scheme  of  58  bungalows  for  the  elderly  on  the  Mill  Lane  site 
was  completed  and  the  Scheme  was  officially  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Councillor 
Mrs.  M.  E.  Horam,  J.P.,  on  the  12th  September.  Two  resident  wardens  look  after  the  welfare 
needs  of  the  tenants.  The  Council  have  good  cause  for  pride  in  the  provision  which  it  has  made 
for  the  elderly.  At  the  same  time,  the  great  volume  of  voluntary  work  which  goes  on  in  the  district, 
particularly  on  behalf  of  the  elderly,  must  be  gratefully  acknowledged. 

An  important  occasion  was  the  official  opening  by  Sir  George  Godber,  Chief  Medical  Officer 
at  the  Ministry  of  Health,  of  the  major  extensions  to  Sharoe  Green  Hospital  on  16th  October,  1968. 

Full  details  of  many  other  environmental  health  matters  dealt  with  during  the  year  will  be 
found  in  those  sections  of  the  Report  compiled  by  Mr.  McFarlane  and  Mr.  Dickinson. 

I am  indeed  grateful  to  Mr.  McFarlane  and  the  staff  for  their  willing  assistance  and  co- 
operation at  all  times.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  other  officers  and  staff  for  their  ready  help  when- 
ever this  is  required. 

I must  also  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
continued  support  and  encouragement.

Physical  Characteristics  of  the  Area 

The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  oblong  in  shape.  The  highest  point  of  the  area  is  in  the 
North  East  being  190  feet  above  sea  level,  and  the  lowest  point  is  the  South  West  being  55  feet 
above  the  datum  line.  Gentle  rises  and  faffs  characterise  the  district.

There  are  four  streams  flowing  through  the  area,  from  East  to  West.  These  are: — Sharoe 
Brook,  Boundary  Brook,  Savick  Brook  and  Eaves  Brook.  Eaves  Brook  forms  the  Southern  boundary 
of  the  district  and  separates  the  Urban  District  from  the  County  Borough  of  Preston.  The  Savick 
Brook  is  the  largest  of  the  four  and  also  the  most  rapid  in  its  flow,  and  after  heavy  rain  it  frequently 
overflows  its  banks  and  floods  the  adjoining  lands. 

Geologically  the  area  is  a part  of  the  Lancashire  Plain  which  is  floored  with  red  rock  of  the 
Triassic  age  (examples  of  these  rocks  can  be  seen  at  the  base  of  the  cliffs  at  Blackpool).  Most  of  this 
floor  is  impermeable,  but  there  is  a fault  of  Bunter  Sandstone  which  runs  from  South  East  to  North 
West  through  part  of  the  district  and  is  considered  to  be  water  bearing.  Superficial  to  the  rock  base 
there  are  three  layers  of  Glacial  Drift  varying  in  depth  from  90  to  130  feet  — the  Lower  Boulder 
Clay,  the  Drift  Sand  and  the  Upper  Boulder  Clay.  The  thickness  of  the  individual  layers  varies 
considerably  in  different  parts  of  the  district.  In  the  North  Eastern  portion  there  are  many  bluffs  or 
hillocks  composed  entirely  of  Drift  Sand  with  a covering  of  Upper  Boulder  Clay  of  varying  thick- 
ness. Some  of  these  bluffs  have,  on  the  contrary,  a central  core  of  clay  and  a surround  of  sand.  All 
the  bluffs  rest  upon  a base  of  lower  Boulder  Clay  many  feet  in  thickness.  Towards  the  Western  side 
of  the  district,  the  Upper  Boulder  Clay  Layer  is  above  20  feet  in  thickness,  resting  upon  sand  of  up 
to  30  feet  in  depth  with  a layer  of  Lower  Boulder  Clay  underneath,  which  varies  considerably  in 
thickness.  The  Triassic  Rock  Layer  is  raised  above  the  existing  sea  level  but  forms  an  inclined  plane 
rising  to  the  Pennines.  The  Glacial  Drift  Layers  above  this  rock  layer  sometimes  reach  a depth  of 
170  feet. 

In  the  drift  layers,  pebbles  and  boulders  are  found,  consisting  of  Yoredale  Grits,  Limestone, 
Lakeland  Traps,  Granites  and  Volcanic  Ash  brought  down  from  the  Lakeland  mountains  by  ice 
movement.  Occasionally  granite  from  Criffel  on  the  North  side  of  the  Solway  may  be  found.  Water 
bearing  seams  occur  at  the  surface  of  the  Lower  Boulder  Clay  and  on  thin  beds  of  clay  in  the  Middle 
Drift.

Social  Conditions  and  Amenities  of  the  District 

There  were  no  major  changes  in  the  social  conditions  and  amenities  of  the  District  during 
the  year  under  review.  However,  with  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  proposing 
to  designate  an  area  of  land  in  Central  Lancashire  (in  which  Fulwood  is  included)  for  development 
as  a new  city,  this  could  have  far  reaching  effects  on  the  district,  although  it  is  not  likely  to  be  in 
the  immediate  future. 

Development  of  private  housing  estates  continued  in  one  or  two  areas,  but  the  amount  of 
land  available  for  this  purpose  has  almost  been  exhausted. 
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The  extensive  building  programme  at  Sharoe  Green  Hospital  which  was  begun  in  1964  was 
finally  completed  and  officially  opened  by  Sir  George  Godber,  Chief  Medical  Officer  at  the  Ministry 
or  Health  on  October  16th.  The  extensions  include  six  30  bed  wards,  four  operating  theatres,  a 
pharmacy,  central  sterile  supply  department,  nurses’  training  school  and  a nurses’  home.  The 
hospital’s  total  bed  accommodation  is  now  516. 

The  elderly  residents  of  the  district  are  well  catered  for  with  the  two  large  hostels  and  two 
council  sites  of  bungalows  and  flats  with  community  centres  and  resident  wardens. 

The  Lancashire  County  Library  has  two  branches  in  Fulwood.  One  in  Garstang  Road,  serving 
the  Northern  part  of  the  district,  the  other  serving  the  Southern  area  in  Sharoe  Green  Lane. 

A wide  variety  of  sports  and  recreation  is  available  to  Fulwood  residents,  including  a very 
active  Over  60’s  Club.  There  is  an  old  established  golf  club,  tennis  club  and  a private  bowling 
club  in  the  district.  A well  known  and  active  cricket  club  has  its  ground  on  the  Northern  boundary 
of  the  district.  Several  amateur  football  clubs  are  active  in  the  local  leagues.  There  are  two  large 
playing  fields  in  Fulwood,  situated  in  Garstang  Road  and  Cadley  Causeway.  These  are  Council 
owned  and  maintained,  and  both  have  been  equipped  with  a children’s  playing  area  with  swings, 
roundabout  and  see-saws. 

Local  organisations  hold  lectures  and  discussions  on  many  subjects  both  local  and  national, 
and  have  drama,  music  and  other  sections.  A comprehensive  course  of  evening  classes  is  also  held 
in  two  of  the  County  Council  schools. 

The  school  clinic  and  child  welfare  centre  militates  against  ill  health  in  providing  dental, 
ophthalmic  and  antenatal  treatment  in  addition  to  the  usual  medico-social  services  which  guard 
against  disease  through  health  education  and  preventive  medicine.  The  clinic  is  open  one  morning 
each  week  for  cervical  cytology  tests  and  an  orthodontist  holds  a clinic  one  day  per  week. 

Fulwood  Civic  Ball 

This  event  organised  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Councillor  Mrs.  M.  E.  Horam,  J.P., 
during  her  term  of  office,  was  held  at  the  Bull  and  Royal  Hotel,  Preston  in  November.  It  was 
attended  by  Civic  guests  from  surrounding  districts,  who  enjoyed  an  excellent  dinner  and  dance, 
and  several  charities  benefited  from  the  proceeds. 


Old  People’s  Welfare 

The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  continued  its  useful  work  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mrs.  N.  M.  Howard.  Of  special  value  were  the  many  visits  made  to  older  people,  who  through  ill 
health  or  disability,  were  unable  to  do  their  own  shopping.  The  Voluntary  Visiting  Panel  were  able 
to  give  valuable  assistance  in  these  cases.  The  older  girls  of  both  Fulwood  County  Secondary  School 
and  Blessed  Cuthbert  Mayne  Secondary  School,  have  taken  an  interest  in  the  old  people,  and  have 
arranged  a visiting  service  of  their  own.  With  this,  and  help  given  in  other  ways,  they  have  done 
much  useful  work. 

The  Annual  party  for  the  housebound  was  held  in  May  in  the  Galloway  Hall,  when  over 
70  people  attended.  Transport  was  provided  to  and  from  their  homes,  and  the  children  from  Fulwood 
County  Primary  School  provided  the  entertainment. 

In  September  a concert  and  tea  with  entertainment  by  the  pupils  of  Blessed  Cuthbert  Mayne 
School  was  given  at  the  Hall  for  people  from  the  Civic  Hostel  and  Little  Sisters. 

The  very  active  Over  60’s  Club  continued  with  its  various  functions  throughout  the  year, 
these  include  whist  drives,  bingo,  concerts,  dances  etc.  Special  ‘out  of  season’  holidays  at  cheaper 
rates  were  enjoyed  by  many  of  the  members. 

In  January  a Lunch  Club  was  started  which  soon  had  about  40  members,  who  come  to  the 
Galloway  Hall  every  Thursday  and  enjoy  a lunch  made  by  the  W.R.V.S. 

The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  also  operated  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service  throughout  the 
year,  cooked  meals  being  delivered  three  times  a week  to  the  homes  of  old  and  handicapped  persons 
at  a nominal  charge.  The  Council  subsidises  part  of  the  cost.  This  is  another  service  which  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  those  who  derive  benefit  from  it. 
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The  Council’s  old  people’s  bungalow  site  off  Mill  Lane  was  completed  and  fully  occupied  by 
the  end  of  August.  The  official  opening  of  the  site  was  performed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council, 
Councillor  Mrs.  M.  E.  Horam,  J.P.,  on  the  12th  September.  Civic  Heads  and  Officials  from  many 
adjoining  Authorities  attended  the  opening. 

The  total  number  of  bungalows  and  flats  available  at  the  Poole  Road  and  Mill  Lane  sites  is 
96,  and  these  house  well  over  a hundred  elderly  persons.  Their  welfare  is  looked  after  by  three  resi- 
dent wardens.  Mrs.  E.  Mairs  keeps  a watchful  eye  on  her  ‘charges’  at  the  Poole  Road  estate.  The 
Mill  Lane  estate  is  served  by  two  wardens,  Mrs.  E.  Barton  who  has  been  in  charge  of  one  half  since 
the  first  residents  moved  in,  and  has  dealt  with  all  matters  arising  with  confidence  and  efficiency. 
Mrs.  P.  Dixon  who  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  other  half  of  the  site  resigned  in  October 
and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  R.  Tickle. 

The  Community  Centres  at  both  sites  are  well  used  by  the  residents,  with  various  functions 
being  held.  Local  tradesmen  provide  a regular  service  with  their  mobile  food  shops,  and  with  other 
shop  keepers  delivering  orders,  the  residents  are  well  catered  for. 

The  Abbeyfield  Housing  Society  also  provided  accommodation  for  elderly  persons.  At  present 
one  house  is  available  under  this  scheme,  and  houses  six  persons  who  are  provided  with  the  two  main 
meals  each  day  by  the  resident  warden.  For  this  a weekly  full  board  charge  is  made.  This  scheme 
makes  a useful  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  the  elderly.

Population 

In  the  Census  of  1951  the  population  of  Fulwood  was  13,087. 

In  the  Census  of  1961  the  population  of  Fulwood  was  15,966. 

For  mid  1968  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  was  19,360. 

This  figure  includes  approximately  400  persons  resident  in  the  institutions  in  the  district. 

Deaths  and  Death  Rates 

The  figures  below  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  The  crude  and  adjusted 
death  rates  were  15.3  and  9.0  compared  with  16.4  and  8.7  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  was  296,  a decrease  of  14  on  the  figure 
for  1967.  The  following  table  shows  that  a high  proportion  of  the  deaths  were  above  the  age  of  70 
years. 

There  were  208  deaths  (93  males  and  115  females)  in  the  ages  above  70  years: — 

37  (M.  21  F.  16)  were  between  70  and  75  years. 

61  (M.  24  F.  37)  „ „ 75  and  80  years.

During  the  year  there  were  103  deaths  in  hostels  in  this  area  (M.  48  F.  55). 

Neo-Natal,  Early  Neo-Natal  and  Perinatal  Mortality 

The  Registrar  General  in  addition  to  supplying  particulars  of  neo-natal  mortality  (deaths  of 
infants  under  four  weeks  of  age)  has  also  supplied  information  as  to  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
week  of  age  (early  neo-natal  mortality)  and  has  also  included  the  perinatal  mortality  rate,  i.e.,  the 
number  of  stillbirths  and  early  neo-natal  deaths  per  1,000  live  and  still  births. 

One  infant  death  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  week,  giving  an  early  neo-natal  mortality 
rate  of  3.0  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  29.0  for  1967. 
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infant  Mortality 

There  were  2 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  compared  with  10  in  1967.  This  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  7.0  as  against  32.0  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole  was  18.0. 

The  cause  of  death  of  the  two  infants  is  given  below: — 

Male  6 hours  — Respiratory  Failure. 

Female  3 months  — Acute  Purulent  Tracheo  Bronchitis. 

Laboratory  Service 

Both  the  Public  Health  and  Group  Laboratories  situated  in  Meadow  Street,  Preston,  are  under 
the  directorship  of  Dr.  L.  Robertson. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  routine  samples  of  milk,  ice  cream  and  water  were  con- 
tinued during  the  year  together  with  the  biological  examination  of  milk  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacillus  and  brucella  organisms,  and  also  the  examination  of  faecal  specimens  and  suspected  foods 
in  cases  of  food  poisoning  and  dysentery. 

A total  of  210  samples  and  specimens  were  submitted  and  examined  during  the  year  and 
reports  subsequently  issued  on  the  results  of  the  various  tests. 

Chemical  analyses  were  usually  carried  out  by  the  County  Analyst. 

Hospital  Services 

For  patients  from  Fulwood  there  are  ten  hospitals  available.  These  are  all  under  the  control 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  administered  locally  by  the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital 
Management  Committee.  These  are: —

Saint  Joseph’s  Hospital,  Mount  Street,  Preston,  a voluntary  hospital  for  medical  and  surgical 
cases,  is  also  available  but  only  for  some  geriatric  accommodation  under  the  National  Health  Service. 

Venereal  Diseases 

Specialised  clinics  are  held  at  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary.  Advice  and  treatment  are  free  and 
strictly  confidential. 

Ante-Natal  Services 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  provided  by  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  at  Preston  Royal 
Infirmary  and  Sharoe  Green  Hospital.  These  facilities  were  no  doubt  extensively  used  by  women 
from  this  district,  but  no  actual  details  of  the  numbers  attending  are  available. 

An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was  also  held  once  a week  at  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Clinic, 
Lytham  Road,  Fulwood. 


General  Diseases 

The  accommodation  and  facilities  for  persons  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  enumerated 
above,  but  the  extent  to  which  these  facilities  are  utilised  by  the  residents  of  this  district  is  not 
known. 
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Vs  in  former  years,  the  Manager  of  the  Preston  branch  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
-iecurity  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  figures  relating  to  Fulwood,  of  the  number  of  claims  for 
National  Insurance  for  each  month  of  the  year.  These  figures  have  been  extracted  from  the  returns 
for  the  Preston  area  as  a whole,  and  therefore,  are  estimated  figures,  but  comparisons  can  be  drawn 
from  them  of  the  seasonal  rises  and  falls  of  sickness  and  of  the  variations  from  year  to  year.

SERVICES  OF  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  IN  THE  AREA 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  provide  the  following  services  which  are  administered  on 
their  behalf  by  Health  Division  No.  4,  55  Victoria  Road,  Fulwood,  Telephone:  Preston  77263.  As 
from  March  1969  this  office  will  move  to  the  Joint  Divisional  Office,  East  Cliff,  Preston.  Telephone: 
Preston  54868.  Dr.  J.  Walker  is  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Ambulance  Service.  This  service  is  controlled  from  the  Ambulance  Headquarters  at  Broughton  House, 
Garstang  Road.  The  ambulances  are  under  radio  control  and  deal  with  the  whole  of  the  area  of 
Health  Division  No.  4 north  of  the  Ribble,  in  which  Fulwood  is  included. 

Chiropody  Service.  A free  chiropody  service  is  available  for  elderly  people,  registered  handicapped 
persons  and  expectant  mothers.  A special  clinic  for  this  is  held  fortnightly  on  Tuesday  afternoons  at 
the  School  Clinic,  Lytham  Road.  A domiciliary  service  is  available  for  those  who  are  unable  to 
attend  the  clinic. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Fulwood  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  provide  a chiropody  clinic 
for  elderly  persons  only.  Sessions  are  held  regularly  at  the  Galloway  Hall,  Brackenbury  Road.  Treat- 
ment is  also  given  in  the  homes  of  the  sick  and  disabled. 

Home  Help  Service.  Home  Helps  are  employed  in  the  district  for  a variety  of  cases,  including:— 
confinements,  sickness,  old  age  and  infirmity.  Night  Helps  may  be  employed  where  needed.  Appli- 
cation for  this  service  must  be  made  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  Health  Division 
No.  4.

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A diagnostic  clinic  for  deafness,  particularly  in  infancy,  was  held  regularly  at  the  School 

Clinic. 

School  Medical  Service.  Medical  and  Hygiene  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the 
school  nurses  at  the  various  schools  in  the  district.  Children  requiring  treatment  for  minor  ailments 
or  special  examinations,  can  receive  attention  at  the  Clinic.  In  addition,  visits  were  made  to  the  homes 
of  the  children  by  the  school  nurses,  to  follow  up  treatment  or  to  keep  the  children  under  observation 
where  necessary. 

Ophthalmic,  Dental  and  Speech  Therapy  Services  are  available  at  the  School  Clinic,  Lytham 
Road,  for  children  from  this  area. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic.  An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Council  Council  Clinic,  Lytham  Road  once 
a week.  The  number  attending  during  1968  was  137,  and  the  number  of  attendances  was  605.  The 
clinic  is  open  one  morning  per  week  for  cervical  cytology  tests,  and  during  the  year  a total  of  421 
smears  was  taken. 

Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons.  Following  the  cessation  of  the  Civil  Defence  activities  in  Fulwood, 
the  new  C.D.  Centre  in  Brackenbury  Road  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Health  Committee  and 
used  as  a Handicraft  centre  for  handicapped  persons.  As  from  June  1968  this  centre  was  in  use 
Monday  to  Thursday  inclusive  each  week. 

In  addition  to  this  the  County  Council  continued  to  run  their  Social  and  Handicraft  Centre 
every  Friday  afternoon  at  the  William  Wilding  Galloway  Hall  in  Brackenbury  Road,  as  the  Civil 
Defence  Centre  was  not  big  enough  to  accommodate  the  numbers  who  attend  this  session. 

The  Derby  School  for  the  Partially  Sighted  situated  in  Lytham  Road,  continued  its  useful 
work.  This  is  a residential  school  for  children,  and  there  are  also  workshops  for  adults,  where 
wicker  baskets,  brushes  and  woollens  are  made. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation.  Vaccination  against  smallpox,  poliomyelitis  and  measles,  and 
immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  are  all  available  free  of  charge  at  the 
County  Council  clinics.  The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  supplied  the  following  details: —

Measles  Vaccination.  This  vaccination  only  became  generally  available  during  1968.  It  is  obviously 
too  early  yet  to  say  what  effect  it  has  had  on  the  incidence  of  measles. 
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Tuberculosis.  The  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides  the  hospital  and  sanatorium  accommodation 
for  patients  suffering  from  this  disease.  A chest  clinic  for  patients  residing  in  this  district  is  situated 
U Sharoe  Green  Hospital.  The  clinic  is  staffed  by  Chest  Physicians  with  the  County  Council’s 
Tuberculosis  Visitor  attached  to  it.  The  Tuberculosis  Visitor  is  primarily  engaged  in  home  visiting 
to  advise  patients  regarding  their  own  health  and  the  protection  of  other  members  of  the  family. 
B.C.G.  vaccination  is  available  to  contacts  on  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician  at  the  Chest  Clinic 
and  to  13  year  and  older  children  under  the  School  Health  Service.

Mass  Radiography 

The  No.  5,  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board,  visited  Ful- 
wood  in  September,  being  stationed  by  the  County  Council  Clinic,  Lytham  Road.  During  this  survey 
827  people  were  x-rayed.  In  addition  to  this  the  unit  had  also  visited  the  Little  Sisters  Home  for  the 
Aged  earlier  in  the  year  when  117  were  x-rayed.

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ENVIRONMENTAL  SERVICES 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infections  Disease 

The  number  of  notifications  received  was  almost  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year  — 147  as 
against  148.  There  was  an  increase  in  measles  but  a decrease  in  dysentery  cases. 

Comments  on  some  of  the  notifiable  diseases  are  given  below: — 

Scarlet  Fever:  3 cases  were  notified  during  1968  as  against  11  in  the  previous  year.  This 
disease  continues  to  be  of  a mild  nature  only. 

Whooping  Cough:  Notifications  were  received  of  5 cases  during  the  year  compared  with  3 in 

1967. 

Measles:  Although  this  showed  an  increase  over  the  previous  year,  115  as  against  41,  the 
variation  was  not  as  pronounced  as  in  previous  alternate  years.  This  could  be  due  in  some  part  to 
the  use  of  the  new  measles  vaccination  which  was  available  and  in  use  during  1968.  It  will,  however, 
be  some  time  before  the  full  effect  of  the  vaccination  is  known. 

Poliomyelitis:  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  have  been  notified  in  this  district  for  the  past  nine 
years.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  continue  in  future  years. 

Food  Poisoning  and  Dysentery:  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  dysentery  did  not  cause 
any  real  trouble  in  1968,  only  11  notifications  being  received.  These  were  isolated  cases  in  various 
parts  of  the  district. 

Two  isolated  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year  and  although  the  causa- 
tive organism  was  ascertained,  the  source  of  the  infection  was  not  found. 

Undulant  Fever:  Although  not  a notifiable  disease,  it  is  helpful  if  we  can  be  informed  of  any 
suspected  cases  so  that  investigations  can  be  carried  out  on  the  milk  supply,  if  untreated.  No  notifi- 
cations were  received  during  the  year,  but  routine  examination  of  raw  milk  was  still  carried  out.

The  above  table  takes  into  effect  the  changes  in  legislation  covering  the  notification  of  in 
fectious  diseases  which  came  into  operation  during  the  year. 

The  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968  consolidated  with  amendments  all 
previous  Regulations  relating  to  the  notification  and  prevention  of  infectious  disease  except  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925. 

The  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  1968  covered  various  aspects  of  notification  and 
prevention  of  infectious  diseases  and  food  poisoning. 

The  main  amendments  are: — 

Tetanus  and  yellow  fever  were  made  notifiable  for  the  first  time  in  this  country  as  well  as 
leptospirosis,  which  was  previously  notifiable  only  in  certain  areas.  Infective  Jaundice  was  also 
made  notifiable  during  the  year. 

Acute  primary  pneumonia,  acute  influenzal  pneumonia,  puerperal  Pyrexia,  acute  Rheumatism 
Erysipelas  and  Membranous  Croup  ceased  to  be  notifiable. 

Most  of  these  alterations  took  effect  from  1st  October,  1968. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK 


There  were  4 registered  dairies  in  the  district  at  the  year  end,  one  new  registration  being 
approved  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  shops  where  bottled  milk  is  sold  totalled  16.  A milk  vending  machine  is 
installed  on  the  forecourt  of  one  of  the  shops. 

Distributors  retailing  milk  in  Fulwood  number  27  but  19  of  these  are  from  premises  outside 
the  district. 

Regular  sampling  of  milk  was  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  samples  were  examined 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Tuberculosis,  Brucellosis,  antibiotics,  keeping  quality  and  con- 
tamination. 

The  table  below  gives  details  of  raw  milk  samples  taken  during  the  past  5 pears.  A detailed 
account  of  the  milk  samples  taken  during  1968  will  be  found  in  Mr.  McFarlane’s  Report.

There  are  35  premises,  all  retail  shops,  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-wrapped  ice  cream.  No 
manufacturing  concerns  are  situated  in  this  district. 

Generally  this  commodity  maintains  a high  standard,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below 
which  gives  details  of  the  ice  cream  samples  taken  during  the  past  5 years.  Only  one  sample  out  of 
128  has  fallen  below  the  recognised  satisfactory  standard  of  grades  1 and  2.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  12  retail  shops  where  butchers  meat  is  sold,  and  also  two  mobile  vans  which 
operate  in  the  district. 

Meat  inspection  and  meat  marking  was  carried  out  during  the  year  at  the  one  private 
slaughterhouse  situated  in  Fulwood. 

Details  of  meat  inspection  carried  out  in  1968  will  be  found  in  Mr.  McFarlane’s  Report. 

THE  QUALITATIVE  EXAMINATION  OF  FOODS 

The  County  Council  is  the  Food  & Drugs  Authority  in  this  area.  Samples  were  taken  by 
one  of  the  County  Sampling  Officers,  (Mr.  Morgans)  during  1968.  Details  of  the  results  of  analysis 
were  supplied  by  Dr.  Gawne,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Preston  and  District  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  water  supply  to  the  Fulwood 
Urban  District. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  to  the  area  during  1968,  and  samples  were  taken  regularly 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination.  All  of  these  maintained  the  normal  high  bacteriological  standard.  In  addition,  sam- 
ples are  also  taken  by  the  Water  Board  and  submitted  to  their  own  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  analysis.  Copies  of  the  results  of  these  examinations  are  forwarded  to  this  Authority 
for  information. 

I am  grateful  to  Mr.  J.  F.  Bailey,  the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager,  for  the  information  he 
has  supplied.

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With  regard  to  new  sources,  the  Haighton  Borehole  was  put  into  commission  during  the 
kutumn  months,  but  was  used  to  augment  the  Preston  and  Fulwood  South  supplies  via  the  36" 
nain  from  Alston  and  not  at  this  stage  fed  up  to  Haighton.  Extensive  mains  alterations  were 
carried  out  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  in  the  vicinity  of  that  reservoir  in  preparation  for  the 
scheme,  started  in  January  1969  for  the  roofing  of  Haighton  to  allow  its  proper  use  as  a Service 
Reservoir  for  the  Fulwood  Northern  Area.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  CONTROL 

Under  the  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme,  effluent  from  this  area  is  dealt  with  at  the  Preston  Cor- 
poration Sewage  Works  at  Freckleton.  In  general,  the  sewerage  system  continued  to  operate  satisfac- 
torily throughout  the  year. 

237  new  dwellings  (235  houses  and  2 flats)  were  completed  in  1968,  and  all  were  connected 
to  main  drainage. 


Sanitary  Accommodation 

Nearly  all  properties  in  the  district  have  water  closets  installed  with  drainage  connected  to 
the  main  sewerage  system.  Only  the  outlying  rural  areas  have  no  main  drainage  facilities  available, 
and  in  these  areas,  the  septic  tank  system  is  utilised.  20  houses  still  have  earth  or  pail  closets  in  use.

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Public  Cleansing 

fhc  Engineer  and  Surveyor  was  responsible  for  this  service,  which  is  fully  motorised,  and  a 
weekly  collection  for  the  district  was  in  operation.  7,642  moveable  ashbins  were  cleared  each  week. 

The  controlled  tipping  system  was  in  operation  at  the  tip  situated  in  Longridge,  and  used 
jointly  with  Longridge  Urban  District  Council. 


HOUSING 

General 

This  is  primarily  a residential  area  and  the  general  standard  of  houses  remains  at  a high 
level.  There  are  no  unfit  houses  requiring  Housing  Act  procedure. 

Private  housing  development  continued  in  several  areas  during  the  year  under  review,  and 
200  houses  were  completed  by  the  developers. 

Housing  of  the  Aged 

Work  on  the  second  site  of  old  people’s  bungalows,  which  was  commenced  in  December 
1966,  was  completed  by  August  1968,  and  all  tenants  had  taken  up  residence  by  the  end  of  that 
month.  This  site  comprises  58  one  bedroom  bungalows,  and  houses  74  elderly  persons.  There  is 
also  a Community  Centre  and  two  wardens  flats. 

This  estate,  coupled  with  the  38  bungalows  and  flats  provided  at  Poole  Road,  makes  a total 
of  96  units  for  elderly  persons,  but  even  so,  this  is  not  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  demand.  There  is  now 
a considerable  waiting  list  for  any  accommodation  that  becomes  vacant. 

The  Fulwood  Abbeyfield  Housing  Society  also  helps  to  provide  suitable  facilities  for  elderly 
persons.  Six  of  these,  together  with  resident  warden,  are  accommodated  in  the  house  provided. 


Improvement  Grants 

Grants  may  be  made  by  a local  authority  towards  the  cost  of  improving  the  older  type  of 
house  which  lack  certain  essential  amenities  such  as  water  closet,  bath,  hot  water  system,  food 
store  etc.

Inspections  of  Dwelling  Houses 

382  visits  were  made  to  213  houses  to  inspect  for  any  defects  during  the  year  under  review. 
The  majority  of  these  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  drainage,  being  either  to  advise  owners 
on  drainage  problems,  to  clear  blockages,  or  to  inspect  and  test  repair  work  being  carried  out  by 
contractors.  164  new  defects  were  found  of  an  easily  remedied  character,  and  all  except  two  had 
been  abated  by  the  year  end.  It  was  not  necessary  to  resort  to  statutory  action  in  order  to  get  the 
work  done. 

Overcrowding 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found  to  exist  during  the  year. 
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Housing  Applicants 

Unfortunately  new  applications  for  houses  and  old  peoples  accommodation  continue  to  far 
exceed  the  number  of  applicants  rehoused. 

Only  1 council  house,  and  4 bungalows  became  vacant  and  were  relet  during  1968. 

The  present  demand  in  Fulwood  is  for  smaller  accommodation,  such  as  one  and  two  bed- 
roomed  flats  for  single  persons  and  middle  aged  couples.

CLEAN  Am 

The  Council’s  No.  2 Smoke  Control  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  on  the  22nd  May  1968,  and  became  operative  on  the  1st  December,  1968. 

This  area,  although  of  about  289  acres,  only  contained  30  dwelling  houses. 

The  two  areas  now  in  operation  comprise  about  470  acres,  and,  including  new  dwellings, 
about  870  houses.  This  is  only  about  13%  of  the  total  number  of  existing  houses  in  the  area. 

Unfortunately  due  to  the  present  financial  situation,  further  smoke  control  orders  have  been 
deferred  by  the  Council.  Considering  the  health  a nd  amenity  value  of  clean  air  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  programme  can  be  re-commenced  as  soon  as  possible. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

The  County  Council  being  the  Shops  Act  Authority  for  this  area,  have  delegated  certain 
functions  to  this  Council.  These  functions  are  mainly  concerned  with  heating,  lighting,  ventilation, 
temperature,  washing  facilities  and  hours  of  employment  for  young  persons.  Reports  on  such  in- 
spections are  made  direct  to  the  County  Council,  and  during  1968  70  inspections  were  made. 

Shops  where  persons  are  employed  also  co  me  under  the  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.  77  visits  were  made  to  shops  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1968 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  to  the  Council  on  the  work  of  the 
department  for  the  year  1968. 

Comments  and  details  of  the  work  done  during  the  year,  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages, 
therefore,  in  this  introduction  I need  only  mention  various  matters  of  interest. 

The  1967  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  disease  extended  into  the  early  part  of  1968  and 
caused  us  additional  work  at  the  slaughterhouse,  with  245  calves  being  inspected,  often  in  the 
evenings. 

In  February,  we  were  relieved  of  this  work  when  the  movement  of  livestock  restrictions 
were  removed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

With  regard  to  the  slaughtering  of  animals  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  animals  killed  over  the  past  ten  years,  3681  in  1958,  compared  with  the  1968 
figure  of  13,166.  This  gives  an  overall  increase  of  9,485  or  247%.  This  has  resulted  in  a corres- 
ponding increase  in  the  number  of  hours  spent  on  meat  inspection. 

Routine  sampling  of  Milk,  both  raw  and  heat  treated,  continued  throughout  the  year. 
Tubercle  bacillus  or  antibiotics  were  not  found  in  any  of  the  samples  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  The  Brucellosis  organism  was  found  in  only  one  sample, 
which  was  from  a producer  outside  this  area.  This  information  was  passed  to  the  Authority  con- 
cerned for  the  necessary  action  to  be  taken. 

During  the  year  under  review  we  were  called  upon  to  deal  with  numerous  complaints  from 
householders  who  were  troubled  with  insects.  In  all  79  premises  were  dealt  with,  and  these  covered 
the  following  variety  of  insects: — Ants,  cockroaches,  earwigs,  carpet  beetles,  flies,  wasps  and  fleas. 
All  were  successfully  cleared  with  a suitable  insecticide. 

1968  saw  the  completion  of  the  Council’s  second  site  of  Old  People’s  Bungalows  off  Mill 
Lane,  and  these  had  all  been  occupied  by  the  end  of  August.  The  present  total  of  96  bungalows 
and  flats  is  still  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  demand,  as  new  applications  are  received  daily  for  this 
special  accommodation. 

The  small  compact  bungalows  and  facilities  available  together  with  the  fact  that  one’s 
independence  is  retained  seems  to  be  the  main  appeal  with  all  applicants. 

Turning  now  to  the  subject  of  Clean  Air  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Council,  due  to  the 
financial  situation,  felt  obliged  to  defer  any  further  smoke  control  orders  for  the  time  being.  Only 
one  small  area  was  confirmed  and  became  operative  during  1968.  The  two  orders  now  in  operation 
cover  470  acres  and  870  properties.  This  is  only  about  13%  of  the  total  number  of  existing  houses 
in  the  district.  Progress  like  this  leaves  a lot  to  be  desired,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Council 
will  give  the  go  ahead  as  soon  as  possible  to  a restart  on  our  Smoke  Control  Programme,  so  that 
all  our  residents  can  enjoy  the  benefit  of  clean  air  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

An  important  piece  of  legislation  introduced  during  the  year,  was  the  Clean  Air  Act  1968, 
which  received  Royal  Assent  on  the  25th  October.  This  covered  various  aspects  of  air  pollution, 
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removed  certain  anomalies  and  gave  increased  powers  to  local  authorities  to  deal  with  chimney 
heights  and  grit  and  dust  emissions.  Section  8 gave  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
power  to  direct  any  local  authority  to  make  smoke  control  orders  if  in  his  opinion  that  local 
authority  is  not  taking  sufficient  steps  to  prevent  air  pollution. 

As  with  other  years,  all  the  normal  routine  work  continued  as  usual.  Inspections  of  premises 
under  the  Factories  Act,  Shops  Act,  Housing  Acts,  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  and 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  all  received  a comprehensive  coverage. 

I would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Walker  for  his  help  and  guidance  throughout  the  year,  also  Mrs. 
J.  Davis  for  the  efficient  way  she  has  dealt  with  all  the  clerical  and  routine  work  of  the  department. 
To  Mr.  Swinson  and  Mr.  J.  Singleton,  I am  indebted  for  their  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support 
and  confidence  during  the  year.

Details  of  Improvements 

Details  of  repairs  and  improvements  carried  out  during  the  year  under  review  are  contained 
in  the  table  below.

RENT  ACTS 

Several  queries  were  dealt  with  under  these  Acts,  but  is  was  not  found  necessary  for  any 
official  action  to  be  taken.  Any  disputes  with  regard  to  rents  charged  are  referred  to  the  Rent 
Officer.  Due  to  the  high  percentage  of  owner/occupied  property  in  Fulwood  these  services  are  not 
likely  to  be  used  to  any  great  extent. 


FOOD  SUPERVISION 

Details  of  milk  sampling  carried  out  during  the  year  are  given  below.  All  but  three  of  the 
fourteen  samples  that  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  were  from  producers  outside  the  district.  All 
milks  tested  for  Tubercle  Bacillus,  and  the  presence  of  antibiotics  gave  negative  results,  and  only 
one  sample  gave  a positive  ring  test  for  Brucellosis.  This  subsequently  gave  negative  results  on  both 
culture  and  biological  test.

ICE  CREAM 

In  this  area  the  pre-wrapped  ice  cream  sold  from  a total  of  35  different  shops  is  obtained 
from  two  well  known  national  manufacturing  cone  eras.  Both  these  concerns  set  a very  high  standard, 
and  therefore,  the  commodity  they  produce  maintains  a satisfactory  high  bacteriological  grade. 

During  the  year  under  review  36  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination.  34  were  reported  as  Grade  1 and  2 as  Grade  2. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

During  1968  a full  meat  inspection  service  was  maintained,  with  334  visits  being  made  to 
the  private  slaughterhouse. 

Each  year  since  1958  there  has  been  an  upward  trend  in  the  number  of  animals  killed,  and 
1968  was  no  exception  with  the  overall  increase  being  9.4%. 

The  1967  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  which  extended  into  1968,  resulted  in  245 
calves  being  killed  during  January,  after  this  only  4 more  calves  were  killed  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year.

CLEAN  AIR 

In  1968  one  smoke  control  area  was  confirmed  and  brought  into  operation,  this  contained 
only  about  30  properties  but  was  in  keeping  with  the  programme  mapped  out  for  the  whole  area. 
A second  area  submitted  to  the  Council  at  the  same  time  was  deferred  due  to  the  economic  situation. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Council  will  restart  the  smoke  control  programme  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible so  that  eventually  all  Fulwood  residents  can  enjoy  the  benefits  of  clean  air. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  number  of  inspections  carried  out  during  the  year  shows  a considerable  increase  over 
that  of  the  previous  year,  but,  properties  found  to  be  infested  with  rats  or  mice  showed  an  addition 
of  only  six  over  1967. 

The  test  baiting  and  treatment  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  during  the  year  with  only  slight 
infestations  being  encountered. 
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Surveys  and  treatments  were  carried  out  regularly  on  all  four  brooks  in  the  area.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER  AND  SURVEYOR,  1968 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

The  following  is  a report  on  the  work  of  my  Department  in  1968. 

Private  Street  Works 

No  private  streets  were  made  up  during  the  year,  but  loan  sanction  was  received  in  December 
for  the  making  up  of  Mill  Lane  between  Cadley  Causeway  and  Savick  Brook.  This  work  will  be 
carried  out  during  1969. 

Highways 

The  usual  maintenance  programme  was  carried  out  on  both  Classified  and  District  Roads, 
and  some  surface  dressing  of  carriageways  and  footways  on  both  rural  roads  and  urban  streets. 

On  Classified  roads,  the  carriageway  of  Watling  Street  Road  was  surfaced  with  hot  rolled 
asphalt  between  Deepdale  Road  and  Carleton  Avenue.  This  follows  the  laying  of  the  Southern 
Main  Sewer  and  completes  a series  of  bend  realignments  carried  out  during  recent  years.  The 
widening  and  re-alignment  of  Lightfoot  Lane  between  the  railway  and  “Denefield”  was  completed 
during  the  year,  final  surfacing  of  the  carriageway  and  footways  being  carried  out. 

On  District  Roads  Sharoe  Green  Lane  North  was  totally  reconstructed  and  partially  re-aligned 
between  Brooklands  Avenue  and  a point  south  of  Tower  Lane,  a strengthened  carriageway  and  two 
footways  being  provided.  The  reconstruction  and  widening  of  Tower  Lane  commenced  late  in  the 
year  and  will  be  completed  during  1969. 

Sewerage 

The  Lightfoot  Lane  Sewerage  and  House  Connection  Scheme  (Phase  II)  was  carried  out 
during  the  year  in  conjunction  with  the  road  improvement  works.  New  sewers  were  constructed  on 
the  partially  separate  system,  two  sewers  being  laid,  one  for  the  discharge  of  soil  sewage  and  roof 
water  and  one  for  the  discharge  of  highway  and  land  drainage.  This  scheme  provided  for  the 
elimination  of  10  septic  tanks.  Repair  and  maintenance  of  the  sewerage  system  was  carried  out 
from  time  to  time  as  required. 

Vged  Persons  Dwellings 

Both  Phase  I and  Phase  II  consisting  of  58  bungalows  and  the  Community  Centre  were  com- 
pleted at  the  Mill  Lane  Site.  Road  and  sewer  works  were  also  completed. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year.  Refuse  disposal 
was  by  controlled  tipping  at  Longridge. 

Street  Lighting 

The  district  is  lit  entirely  by  electricity.  By  arrangements  with  developers,  street  lighting 
was  installed  in  part  of  Ingle  Head  Estate  and  part  of  the  Broadwood  Drive  Estate.  Improved 
lighting  of  part  of  Sharoe  Green  Lane  North  was  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  road  improve- 
ment. 

With  the  introduction  of  British  Standard  Time,  all  lamps  which  previously  operated  to 
midnight  during  winter  months,  were  adapted  to  also  operate  from  6-30  a.m.  to  dawn. 

Private  Enterprise  Housing 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  147  houses  were  under  construction,  207  houses  were  completed 
during  the  year,  making  a total  of  2,847  houses  since  the  war,  102  houses  were  under  construction 
at  the  end  of  the  year.
